ment has beén notified also that the 
army makes no claim upon any reg- 
istered men until that time, so that 
registration is no bar to enlistment 
in the army, navy or National 
Guard. 

In apportioning draft quotas, cred- 
it was given for all voluntary en- 
listments prior to June 30, but there 
has been no tIindication whether 
credits will be given for men coming 
in since that date. An average of 
more than 1000 men a day has been 
reported by the regular recruiting 
stations alone, and counting the Na- 
tional Guard, it is probable that the 
veluntary system has provided close 
to 50,000 men of the 687,000 called 
for under the draft act as necessary 
to fll up the regulars and guard and 
create the first increment of the na- 
tional army. No announcement has 
been made as to what disposition will 
be made of this excess of credits, but 
it is entirely likely that in the end 
every man who enlists voluntarily 
will reduce by one the quota of his 
home district.

In prefacing his remarks the 
linois Senator said that the sugges- 
tion to broach the matter of peace 


negotiations in the Senate had come 

to him in telegrams from Represent- 

ative German-American citizens of 

Chicago, “whose loyalty in the pres- 

ent trying hour I assure the Senate 

I can myself attest.” 
THE TERMS STATED. 


Senator Lewis went so far ar to 
state the terms of peace which he 
said he believed Germany would ac- 
cept now, though he did not disclose 
whether he received these sugges- 
tions from German sources. Here are 
the terms stated by the Senator: 

Restoration of Belgium and the 
gift to Belgium of a rehabilitation 
fund to which each of the warring 
nations should contribute. 

Restoration of French territory 
held by Germany, and the return of 
Alsace-Lorraine to France. 

Restoration of the status quo ante 
in Serbia, Bulgaria and Ruman 

Restoration to Germany of colonies 
in Africa, held by the Allies. 

Creation of a commission repre- 
senting all the belligerents to frame 
an agreement and administrative ma- 
chinery for preventing the recur- 
rence of war. 

Senator Lewis said that, after 
reading the speech of the German 
Chancellor, he had reached a view 
wholly different from that of Lloyd 
George. 

“It ts palpable to 
Senator Lewis, ‘that 
ready for honorable 
having previously offered 
will now wait for the terms 
of peace to be suggested by the 
others.

WHY PRINCE LVOFF 
QUIT AS PREMIER.

PETROGRAD, July 22.—Prince 
Lvoff resigned as Premier because 
he was unable to agree with thé 
decision of the provisional govern- 
ment to realize immediately the en- 
tire programme of the Socialist 
party. He was opposed to an im- 
mediate proclamation of a republic 
on the ground that it would be 
usurpation of the supreme righta of 
the Constituent Assembly. He also 
entirely disapproved of the execu- 
tion of the government's land pro- 
posals, which he considered would 
prove ruinous to the country and 
an infringement of the rights of 
the Constituent Assembly. 

Other potnts on which Prince 
Lvoff was in disagreement with the 
leaders concerned the dissolution of 
the Duma and the Council of the 
Empire. Moreover, he declared 
that he was unable to concur in 
the ruling of the Cabfnet that the 
policy of the entire government 
must be decided by the decision of 
the all-Russia Congress of Work- 
men's and Soldiers’ Delegates.

BRITAIN’S REPLY. 
Britain's reply to the Russian note 
regarding the war aims stated: 

“Great Britain did not enter into 
the war as a war of conquest, and 
she is not continuing it for any such 
object. Her purpose at the outset 
was to defend her existence and en- 
force respect for international en- 
Ragements. Another object has now 
been added: the liberation of the 
populations oppressed by the tyran- 
ny of the Central Powers—beyond 
everything, we must seek a settle- 
ment which will seek the happiness 
and contentment of peoples and take 
away all legitimate causes for fu- 
ture war.” 

France, in replying to the Russian 
proclamation, asserted that she was 
in full community with the ideas of 
the Russian government and people 
on the subject of war aims. France, 
the reply continued, does not dream 
of oppressing any people, but is re- 
solved that the oppression so long 
weighing on the world shall be de- 
Stroyed and the authors of the 
crimes punished. France insisted | 
upon the recovery of Alsace-Lorraine 
and declared she would fight until 
full tndemnities were paid for the 
ravages committed by the enemy. 

Thus have been stated the posi- 
tions of Russia’s two eorsegee allies 
and of the United States on war 
aims, with which Russia is not fully 
satisfied. It was indicated today 
that Russia requires formal declara- 
tions by her allies before the world 
that they renounce all é¢laims to an- 
nexations and indemnities, as Rus- 
Sia has already renounced them, 
this demand having the force of a 
mandate from the Russian democ- 
racy. 

The Petrograd .dispatch stated 
that the Germans concentrated at 
Kalusz a considerable amount of; 
heavy artillery and rushed to the 
front strang forces of fresh troops, 
among them being one corps taken 
from the western front, consisting of 
the Twentieth, Thirtieth and Sixty- 
eighth Prussian regiments. Prus- 
sian guard regiments were also with- 
drawn from Vilna and hurried to the 
Galician battle line. Finally, five 
regiments of Hungarian cavalry, the 
most effective horsemen in the ar- 
mies of the Central Powers, were 
thrown into the fighting.

German pressure continues 
strong, notwithstanding that the! 
Germans have lost a large number of 
men. It was admitted that the sit- 
uation is desperate on the Galician 
front, owing to the disorganization 
of the army and the activities of the 
Bolshoviki and of German agents.

USE STERN MEASURES TO COM- 
BAT DISAFFECTION. 


Telegram from Second Army in 
Southwest to Kerensky Says 
Everything Must be Risked to 
Save Revolution from Catastro- 
phe—Fire on Deserters.

PETROGRAD, July 22—The 
chaotic conditions prevailing on part 
of the Russian front are disclosed 
in a telegram sent to Premier 
Kerensky, the provisional govern- 
ment and the Council of Workmen's 


and Soldiers’ Delegates by the ex- 
ecutive committee and the commis- 
sioner of the provisional govern- 
ment with the Second Army on the 
southwestern front. The telegram 
announced the inauguration of stern 
measures to combat disaffection. 

“We unanimously recognize that 
the situation demands extreme 
measures and efforts, for everything 
must be risked to save the revolu- 
tion from catastrophe,” the message 
reads. “The commander-in-chief on 
the western front and the com- 
mander of the Second Army today 
have given orders to fire on de- 
serters and runaways. 2 

“Let the country know the truth. 
Let it act without mercy. Let it 
firid enough courage to strike those 
who, bv their cowardice, are destroy- 
ing Russia and the revolution.” 


DISORGANIZATION. 


Referring to the threatened dis- 
aster, the telegram gays: 

“Most military units are in a state 
of complete disorganization. Their 
spirit for the offensive has utterly 
disappeared. They no longer listen 
to orders of their leaders, and they 
neglect all exhortations of com- 
rades, even replying by threats and 
shots. Some elements voluntarily 
evacuate positions without even 
waiting for the approach of the 
enemy. 

“Cases are on record in which an 
order given to proceed with all haste 
to such and such a spot to assist 
comrades in distress has been dis- 
cussed for several hours at meet- 


ings, and reinforcements  conse- 
quently have been delayed several 
hours. 


“These troops abandon their po- 
sitions at the first shots of the 
enemv. For a distance of several 
hundred versts long files of de- 
serters. armed and unarmed, men 
in goad health and robust, who have 
lost all shame and feel they can 
act altogether with impunity, are 
proceeding to the rear.

SENATE WON’T HOLD UP LEGIS- 
LATION ANY LONGER. 


Uncertain Prospect Over Liquor 
Law in the Food Measure De- 
cides Finance Committee to Re- 
port it as Previously Approved. 
Argument to Start Wednesday. 


(BY P. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, July 23.—Senate 
leaders decided today not to hold up 
war tax legislation longer on’account 
of the uncertain prospect over liquor 
legislation in the food bill. The 
Finance Committee voted to report 
the War tax bill as previously ap- 
proved, and to ask that debate on it 
begin Wednesday. 

The bill was reported to the Sen- 
ate a fortnight ago, but was with- 
drawn because of addition of the 
Smoot amendment to the food bill. 
Chairman Simmogs has contended 
that no revenue legislation could be 
returned to the Senate until Con- 
gress finally determines what prahi- 
bition measures it will take and 
what revenue can be had from 
liquor. 

“We decided that we would take 
our chances of action upon the food 
bill which would affect the revenue 
measure,” said (Senator Simmons. 
“The conferees have advised us that 
they will endeavor to dispose of the 
prohibition question first. Also, I 
shall ask to have the liquor tax seo- 
tion of the revenve bill go over un- 
til Congress acts on the prohibition 
provision in the food bill. Meantime 
the Senate can debate other taxa- 
tion provisions in the Dill.” 

Several weeks general debate are 
expected on the war tax bill. The 
principal difficulties were expected 
over the tax or excess profits, in- 
comes, publishers and liquor.

BROADEN PLAN 
OF INSURANCE. 
Government’s ‘he Develops 
Complex Programme. 


Would Provide Allowance for 
Fighters’ Families, 


Rehabilitation and Training 
of the Injured Men. 


(BY P, NIGHT 

July 23.—The 
Federal government’s plan for in- 
suring officers and men of the army, 
navy, and Marine Corps against 
death and injury while in service 
broadened today into a complex 
programme which would provide 
government allowance for families of 
soldiers and sailors and the rehabill- 
tation and training of injured men to 
ft them for making a livelihood 
after the war. 

The programme was discussed at 
conferences today among officials of 
the War, Navy, Treasury, Corgmerce 
and Labor Departments, the labor 
committee of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense and the presidents 
and other high officers of leading in- 
surance companies of the United 
States. 

Issuance of insurance policies from 
$1000 to $10,000 to officers and men 
at ordinary peace-time rates, the 
government paying the extra cost; 
indemnities for total or partial dis- 
abliity, and administration of the en- 
tire scheme by the government's 
war risk insurance bureau, which is 
at present insuring offlcers and 
crews of American merchant vessels, 
are among the outstanding features 
of the proposed programme. . 


NOT DEFINITDP. 
“The plan has not yet assumed 
definite form,” said a statement is- 


sued at the Treasury late today, 
“but when it has been worked out 
in ‘all its fundamentals and details, 
Secretary McAdoo will presen* it to 
the President for his approval, and, 
if approved, the recommendation 
will be submitted to Congress at an 
early date for its consideration. 
The whole proposition is based on 
the fundamental idea that the gov- 
ernment should, as a matter of jus- 
tice and humanity, adequately pro- 
tect its fighting men on land and sea, 
and their dependent families. It ie 
proposed to tmpose on the public’ 
treasury the obligation of indemni- 
fving justly the men who have ¢én- 


tered or are about to enter the 
American army and navy. 
Under the plan dicsussed, it is 


suggested that provision be made for 
the support of dependents of sol- 
diers and sailors by giving them an 
allotment out of the pay of the men 
and also an allowance by the gov- 
ernment; that officers and men be 
indemnified against death or total 
or partial disability; that a system 
of rehabilita#fon and re-education of 
disabled men be inaugurated, and 
that the government insure lives of 
soldiers and sailors on their appli- 
cation at rates of premium based up- 
on ordinary risks, 

“Dependents of soldiers and sail- 
ors in service would be provided for 
through allotments from their pay, 
supplemented by family allowances 
by the government, The amount of 
the government allowance would de- 
pend upon the size of the family, 
and, as to others than the wife and 
children, upon the actual dependen- 
cy upon the meg. The family allow- 
ance would be made only if the sail- 
er or soldier makes an allotment for 
his dependents out of his pay. 


‘COMPENSATION, 


“The risk of death or total disabil- 
ity would be compensated somewhat 
on the analogy of workmen's com- 
pensation acts, with the compensa, 
tion measured by the men’s services, 
the size of the families and the loss 
to the family. Partial disabilities 
would be compensated for upon a 
percentage of the compensation for 
total disability. The cost of this 
compensation naturally must be paid 
wholly by the government. 

“In working out the new system 
it is deemed essential that a system 
for re-education and rehabilitation 
be established, so that injured men 
may be fitted’ as far as possible for 
lives of usefulness either in their for- 
mer or some other vocations, 

“In the preparation of the plans to 
be laid before the President and 
Congress the laws and experiences of 
other countries have been studied 
and useful ideas have been suggsted 
by insurance men. It is hoped to 
have the plans ready in the near fu- 
ture, as it is desirable that the sub- 
ject be considered during the pres- 
ent session of Congress.”

ae “a lack of confidence in my- 
seif.” 

Mr. Lever and other House lead- 
ers are underetood to be ready to 
make a Getermined fight against the 
provision, which was voted into the 
bill near the close of the long Sen- 
ate debate. The House leaders are 
also planning to oppose vigorously 
the Senate's provision for a food 
contro! board of three members, in- 
stead of one administrator, and there 
are many indications that in this 
likewise they will have the Presi- 
dent's unqualified backing.

obliged to you for calling my atten- 
tion to Section No. 23. I deem it 
my duty to express my opinion about 
the section and its effect upon the 
whole administration of the war very 
frankly, indeed, since the public in- 
terest manifestly demands that I 
should do so. 

“Section No. 23 is not only for- 
eign. to the subject matter of the 
food administration bill in which it 
is incorporated, but would, if enacted 
into law, render my task of conduct- 
ing the war practically impossible. I 
cannot believe that those who pro- 
posed this section scrutinized it with 
care or ‘analyzed the effects which 
its operation would necessarily have. 
The constant supervision of execu- 
tive action which it contemplates 
would amount to nothing less than 
an assumption on the part of the 
legislative body of the executive work 
of the administration. 

- “There is a very ominous prece- 
dent in our history, which shows 
how such a supervision would 
Operate. I refer to the committee 
of the conduct of the war, consti- 
uted by the Co ess during the 
administration of r. Lincoln. It 
was the cause of constant and 4is- 
tressing harassment and rendered Mr. 
Lincoln's task all but impossible. 

NOT PRACTICAL. 

“I am not, I beg you to believe, 
in any way questioning what might 
be the motives or the purpose of the 
members of such a committee; I am 
ready to assume that they would 
wish to co-operate in the most 
Patriotic spirit, but co-operation of 
that kind is not practicable in the 
circumstances, The responsibility 
rests upon the administration. There 
are abundant existing means of !n- 
vestigation and of the effective en- 
forcement of that responsibility. I 
sincerely hope that upon the recon- 
sideration of this matter, both 
houses of Congress will see that my 
objections rest upon ipdisputabl¢d 
grounds and that I could, only in- 
terpret the final adoption of Section 
No. 28 as arising from a lack of 
confidence in myself.” 

The section objected to by the 
President was embodied tn an amend- 
ment, introduced by Senator Owen. 
Democrat, to take the place of a 
eimilar proposal by Senator Weeks, 
Republican. It was adopted by the 
Senate, fifty-three to thirty-one, after 
a brief debate. Briefly, it would 
create a committee of five Senators 
and five Representatives to ascertain 
just how a were being let 
and money spent fn the conduct of 
the war and to report to Congress 
whenever it so desired.

One of our ar- 
mies has wavered; its regiments have 
fied before the enemy. Part of our 
front has been broken, Emperor 
William's hordes, which have moved 
forward, are bringing with them 
Geath and destruction. 

“Who is responsible for this hu- 
millation? The responsibility rests 
with those who have spread discord 
in the army and shaken its disci- 
pline; with those who at a time of 
danger disobeyed the military com- 
mands and wasted time in fruitless 
discussions and diaputes.

LENGTH OF RESIDENCE HERE 
ISN'T A FACTOR. 


County Counsel Rules on the 
Public Obligation to Care for the 
Hel is Officially 
Raised by the New Head af the 
Hospital. 


Time of residence in the country 
makes no essential difference in the 
amount of charity to be bestowed 
by the county. Deputy County 
Counsel Faries yesterday s0 in- 
formed Superintendent of Charities 
Martin, recently appointed super- 
intendent of the County Hospital. 
Mr. Martin, in an effort to re- 
duce the expenses of the county in 
caring for its indigents, asked the 
Board of Supervisors for an opinion 
as to how long an individual should 
be a resident before being given as- 
sistance.

LICENSES FOR 
REALTY MEN. 


Dealers Must Obtain Them by 
Next Friday. 


Provision in Law Passed at the 
Last Assembly. 


Two-thousand-dollar Fine f 
Violations. 


It will be up to Los Angeles 
realty men to move quickly if they 
wish to continue in business and at 
the same time remain within the pale 
of the law. The act of the last 
Legislature requiring the licensing 
of real estate men goes into effect 
Friday of this week. 

As yet the application blanks for 
licenses and Dbiank forms for the 
bonds have not arrived in Los An- 
geles, although Secretary Best of the 
realty board received a wire yester- 
day from Freeman H. Blood, newly 
appointed Real Estate Commissioner, 
to the effect that the blanks were 
sent by express and should arrive 
today. 

There is some question as to the 
exact date upon which the new law 
goes into effect, but at the office of 
the Los Angeles realty board it has 
been always understood to be July 
27. This gives local land dealers but 
three days in which to file their ap- 
plications, 

The law provides for a fine of not 
to exceed $2000 or for imprisonment 
not to exceed two years for its in- 
fraction. However, it is probable the 
penalties of the act will not be in- 
voked at first, due to the short time 
allowea. The Dbdianks will be at the 
office of the realty board.

A comparison compiled last year 
read Los Angeles’ title clear to the 
lowest death rate of any Coast city 
ranking near it in population. Fig- 
ures are not yet available for a 
comparison with the fiscal year just 
past, but unless the. others report 
a much lower death rate than 
year Los Angeles will maintain her 
enviable position.

“The Y.M.C.A. was once thought 
to be nothing but a wheezy organ 
and @ prayer book; now we have 4 
nickel-in-the-slot piano instead otf 
the organ, and, though we've kept 
the prayer book, the Y.M.C.A. means 
lots of things besides praying.” 

In this manner did F. A. McCari, 
western representative of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association, preface 
hie talk before the Woman's City 
Club yesterday afternoon, on the 
work being done by that organiza- 
tion for the enlisted men. 

“There are many people who 
knock the work of the association, 
Mr. McCarl went on. “They think 
they have scriptual authority for it 
too, for the Bible says something 
about ‘knock,’ and it shall be openea 
unto you.’ But whatever the knock- 
ers may say about the work, it is in 
the spirit of real Christianity that 
the organization is going into the 
camps. It is to take to the enlisted 
men. many of whom are boys who 
are away from home for the first 
time, and so are more apt to fall 
Into bad habits, the influences of 
home, church, club.” 

He told of the Y.M.C.A. bulldings 
which have been established where- 
ever there have been camps of en- 
listed men; of the motion pictures, 
the recreations afforded, the per- 
sonal interest taken in the boys, and 
the religious services for those of 
all sects. 

“The men won't go wrong if they 
cen have a chance to go right,” he 
added, “and it is up to the munici- 
pality near each camp to see that 
conditions are right for the men.” 

Mrs. Frank Wright, an English- 
woman who has just returned from 
the battlefields of France, told some 
of her experiences in the military 
hospitals. Her story of the horrors 
she viewed, the pathetic makeshifta 
of the doctors, the appalling lack 
of materials, and the unbelievable 
herotam of the wounded, brought 
wars into the eyes of more than 
one mother present who was in- 
wardly picturing her boy in the 
same position. 

“France,” said Mrs. Wright, “‘is 
at the end of her resources; now 
everything depends on America, and 
now that her help ts assured there 
can be but one end to the war, and 
that, in victory for the Allies.”

OSS RULE IN CALIFORNIA—THIRTY 
COSTLY COMMISSIONS. 
California's thirty State commissions have 
become, in reality, thirty dynasties presided 
over by thirty big bosses. They issue auto- 
cratic edicts that are more to be feared 
than unjust laws for the reason that they 


are not subject to repeal by legislative en- 


actment, and they levy arbitrary tribute on 
the labor and the industry of the common- 
wealth. To support these federated dynas- 
ties enormous sums are collected every 
year. No other State in the Union, irre 


spective of population, pays so much for 


the support of {ts administrative bureaus 


and commissions; no other State employs 


so many high-salaried commissioners. The 
logical and unavoidable result of such a 
top-heavy State administration is that the 
per capita cost of government in California 
is the highest in the United States. 

Seven years ago a new party, composed 
of members of various existing parties, was 
formed in California for the avowed purpose 
of reducing the cost of State government 
and “driving business out of politics.” As 
soon as it secured control of the State gov- 
ernment it proceeded to establish its gov- 
ernment of thirty bosses. Under their ad- 
ministration the cost of government has 
more than doubled, and the State machine 
resembles a giant cancer attacking the vi- 
tals of labor and industry. 

In no other American commonwealth is 


so great a per ceft. of the population on 


the State pay roll. Yet the State is not 
engaged in a single productive enterprise 
Not one of these commissions has made 
two blades of grass grow where but one 
grew before; while doubling the cost of 
government they have not added one dollar 
to the State’s production. Their “reform” 
has consisted in taking an extra $15,000,000 
@ year from producers and distributing !t 
among non-producers. In place of “driving 
business out of politics” they have injected 
politics into every profitable line of private 
enterprise until] the crying need of the State 


is a reform party that will drive politics 


out of business. 

‘Government by decree is the besetting 
vice of our new bureaucracy. The favored 
commissions are empowered by legislative 
enactment to issue executive orders con- 
trolling, taxing and regulating the lines of 
industry to which they are attached. The 
claim has been set up, and recognized in 
certain Superior Court decisions, that the 
edicts of these commissions are not sub- 
ject to review by the courts for the rea- 
son that they are not statutes. The condi- 
tion is one without a parallel in the history 


of constitutional government. 


Under the provisions of the new Market 
Commission Act the State Market Commis 
sioner is placed in almost absolute control 
of the production, distribution and sale of 
all food products in California. He is em- 
powered to fix prices, dictate what shall 
and shall not be planted, build warehouses, 
open markets, buy and sell in competition 
with te merchants and do whatever 
else he d s to be necessary for the regu- 
lation and control of food supplies. 

An executive order has just been issued 
by the Industrial Welfare Commission ap- 
plying to the mercantile industry of the 
whole State a scale of wages for women 


employees favored by certain labor unions. 


The unions first tried to force this scale on 
employers by means of a series of strikes. 
The strikes failed; but the scale is now 
promulgated by the State commission, and 
any employer who fails to observe it can 
be fined and deprived of his liberty. 

Corporation Commissioner Carnahan Is 
empowered, under the new corporation act, 
to assume autocratic jurisdiction over the 
handling of all corporation securities with- 
in the State. He can revoke the license of 
any broker at will; his deputies can inspect 
the private records of any person, firm or 
corporation to determine just what stocks 
they have bought and sold and the price 
at which they have changed hands; and 
the person, firm or corporation must pay 
Carnahan’s deputies at the rate of $10 a 
day while they make the inspection. He 
can refuse to any corporation the right to 
market its securities in the State. A pri- 
vate citizen recently wrote to Carnahan 
complaining of treatment that he had re- 
ceived in the office of one of Carnahan’s 
deputies in Los Angeles. Carnahan sent 
the letter to the deputy and wrote to the 
complainant, saying that he had advised 
the deputy to institute an action against 
the citizen for criminal libel. The case was 
tried in the Los Angeles courts and the 
complaining citizen was exonerated and let 
out of jail. This citizen is now suing Car 
nahan for false imprisonment. 


Bills for material supplied and services 
rendered to the State must be approved by 
the State Board of Control before they are 
paid. This board is in itself a powerful po- 
litical machine. A recent instance devel- 
oped in which the board declined to ap 
prove three demands for services rendered, 
despite the fact that these services are 
made mandatory under a constitutional pro- 
vision. The holders of the claims are pow- 
erless to collect a dollar. The claimants 
had openly opposed the candidacy of Hiram 
Johnson for the Republican nomination for 
the United States Senate. One would im- 
agine that the claimants could bring suit 
in the State courts for the collection of 
their claim; but they are powerless to do 
80. There is a constitutional provision that 
a suit cannot be brought in the State courts 
against the State without the consent of the 
Legisiature. The political influence of Ney- 
lan and hie commission was sufficient to 
defeat a bill granting to the complainants 
the privilege of bringing such a sult. Ney- 
lan and his little dynasty are above the 
law. The cost of this board has increased 
from $85,900 to $275,000 in four years. 

Al McCabe, former private secretary to 
Gov. Johnson, is now at the head of the 
State Insurance Commission. He is em- 
powered by a law passed by the last Leg- 
islature to collect $85,000 s year from the

insurance companies of the State to run 
his office. He expends the money as he 
sees fit; there is no limitation on the num- 
ber of his deputies or the salary they shal! 
receive. There is a special provision in 
the law that, if the $85,000 shall not be as 
much as McCabe desires to expend, he may 
spend as much more as he likes and levy 
a special tax on the insurance companiea 
to make up the deficit. If they decline to 
pay he can revoke their licenses. 


California has a State Labor Bureau that 
is a disgrace to the name of democracy. 
Every employee of the bureau, from Com- 
missioner McLoughlin down, is a member 
of a labor union. The whole industry of 
the bureau !s directed to advance the cause 
of union labor. While it is supported by 
the State and is supposed to be free to al! 
seeking either employment or labor, it is as 
much in the control of the unions as the 
State Federation of Labor itself. Japanese 
labor and laborers who have een em- 
ployed in open-shop industries are its spe- 
cial antipathies. Last summer there was 
a strike in a mining district. The mine 
owners applied to former Gov. Johnson for 
the protection of the State militia. The 
Governor sent McLoughlin to investizate, 
and McLoughlin promptly reported that the 
trouble could be easily compromised. He 
said that if the mine owners would sign 
the union scale and employ only union la- 
bor the disturbances would stop af once. 
No troops were sent. Some of the mines 
are still closed; owners of the others fol- 
lowed McLoughlin’s advice. This outrage 
against free labor and free industry was 
perpetrated in the name of the law. The 


cost of this bureau has tripled In four 


years. | 

Additional authority has been conferred 
on the Industrial Accident Commission un- 
til its control over the employment of labor 
is practically limitless. Any employer who 
hires a workman in any mechanical indus- 
try does so at his peril. He is liable for 


accident and death benefits tn case of in- 


jury, personally inflicted or otherwise, to 
each employee. If an employee of a shop 
or factory should commit suicide the em- 
ployer must pay his family full death bene- 
If an employee is injured in a fight 
arising from a personal quarrel with an- 
other employee the employer must pay accti- 
dent benefits. In one instance two men 
quarreled over a@ woman and fought. The 
fight cost thelr employer $7000. This Is 
nothing less than highway robbery; but it 
is all done with full sanction of the law. 
There is not a dynasty in Europe where 
such a crime against property is permitted, 
much less legalized. 

There is a State Reclamation Board pre- 
sided over by the publisher of the leading 
Progressive paper in Northern California. 
This board has been empowered by law to 
levy autocratic assessments by executive 
decree on property in reclamation districts 


and sell the property to enforce payment. 


The owners of property in the districts 
have nothing td say concerning what recla- 
mation projects shall be attempted and 
what land shall be included. The Legisla- 
ture forms the districts and the reclama- 
tion board does the rest. Protests were 
made to the last Legislature that hundreds 
of small property owners were being driven 
off their land In one district and that a big 
eastern syndicate was benefited thereby. 
Some independent members of the Legis- 
lature sought to grant them relief, but the 
eastern syndicate, backed by the reclama- 
tion board, won. Owners of farm land in 
all the great valleys of the State.are at the 
mercy of this dynasty, which is federated 
with the other commissions to contro! the 


State Legislature. From this servitude

there is no escape’ until the power of the 


commissions is broken. 


There is a State Motor Vehicle Bureau 
which was created largely for the purpose 
of providing places for political workers. 
This bureau was once a department under 
the Secretary of State. It is now a little 
dynasty in itself, employing at times more 
than one hundred persons and expending 
$150,000 a year. The cost of the depart- 
ment is defrayed by the money collected 
in automobile licenses. Many of the em- 
ployees in this department have purely fic- 
titious duties, but they receive $150 a month. 
In every municipality of the State the po- 
lice are empowered to arrest any driver of 
a& motor car without a license. The license 
plate in itself is evidence; yet the bureau 
employs a number of deputies whose sole 
duty is to watch the highways and arrest 
motorists who fail to display a license. 
This is a fine example of robbing the tax- 
payer and paying political debts under the 
cover of the law. 

These citations refer to only a few of the 
thirty State dynasties. There are a dozen 
at least that exist for the sole purpose of 
providing places for pay-roll patriots. 
States like New York and Massachusetts 
find that the Federal Immigration Bureau its 
sufficient to look after the heavy immigra- 
tion on the Atlantic seaboard. But Call- 
fornia must have a State Immigration and 
Housing Commission to duplicate that of 


the Federal government. There is a State 


Tax Commission whose members have not 
a single duty to perform except to draw 
their salaries of $5000 a year each. The 
tax amendment giving them fixed duties 
was beaten at the general election last 
year. But the commissioners still appear 
on the State pay roll. Needless to relate, 
they are politicians. 

This year a Land Colonization Commis- 
sion was created. The Legislature appro- 
priated $260,000 as a starter for the com- 
missioners to use in buying big tracts of 


' Jand, subdividing them and reselling. It is 


expressly provided in the act that none of 
the profits, if any, shall be turned into the 
general tax fund, but that jt shall all be 
retained by the commission for further real 
estate speculation. If the commission 
makes some bad deals the loss is to be 
made up from the general fund. No one 
has yet been able to show what benefit 
the people of the State as a whole will get 
from this speculation in private property 
with public funds. : 3 

This list could be continued through the 
entire thirty commissions. There is little 
to choose among them. The head of every 
commission is a political appointee; each 
commission has some specified line of busi- 
ness that is its special prey. The executive 
orders are more to be dreaded than fixed 
laws, because they can be changed at will. 
The federated dynasties form a single gl- 
gantic octopus whose tentacles are wrapped 


about every line of profitable business in 


California. They have driven millions of 
capital from the State and have kept other 
tens of millions from being Invested here. 

How long are the bread-winners of the 
State going to continue to pay tribute and 
wear their galling chains? Have we not 
paid about enough, endured about enough? 
California is preparing to send thousands 
of its young men to fight for democratic 
institutions in Europe. Is it not about time 
we made a fight to re-establish a few demo- 
cratic institutions in California?

CONFISCATION WITHOUT 
COMPENSATION. 


{[St. Louis Times:] If the rider 


attached to the food conservation 
bill is passed by the Senate in the 
form in which it passed the House, 


it will mean nothing more nor less 
than confiscation without compensa- 
tion. Billions of dollars of prop- 
erty will be ruined and rendered 
utterly worthless. The mere fact 
that the prohibition measure is to 
be enforced during the period of 
the war will not alter the result. 
If the prohibition amendment went 
into effect and the war were to last 
only one month, that one month of 
idleness would be a catastrophe to 
all the brewing interests in the 
United States. One month of idle- 
ness would do more harm to the 
property, machinery and equipment 
than twenty-four months of opera- 
tion. Furthermore, the saloons 
would be closed, the customers 
would be scattered and the trade 
lost. Millions of dollars of property 
now occupied and bringing a fair 
rental income would become vacant 
and real estate values would be- 
come demoralized. Untold suffer- 
ing would result to those who are 
now working in the breweries and 
distilleries. The wild hysteria for 
regulation which has seized the 
lawmakers in Washington is noth- 
ing short of fanatical. Many of 
those who voted for the measure 
in the House do not believe in pro- 
hibition and supported the measure 
for political reasons only. They 
would have voted against it if it 
had not been a war-time measure. 
The reformers, who are continually 
pestering and hounding the Repre- 
sentatives, are a lot of non-taxpay- 
ing agitators whose very existence 
depends upon the fees and graft 
they are able to collect from the 


Aside from the loss of property, 
the loss of employment, the demor- 
alization of real estate values and 
the spreading of evil -influences 
which will result from such a meas- 
ure, there also remains the stubborn 
fact that the United States govern- 
ment collects approximately $400.,- 
000,000 each year from the liquor 
interests. How is this sum to be 
made up ff the prohibition amend- 
ment should be passed? Are the 
people to be burdened with addl- 
tional taxation? 

The administration In Washing- 
ton, in times of war, is entitled to 
the support and co-operation of 
every American citizen, but when 
those who are charged with repre- 
senting the people so far forget the 
right of their constituents to free 
enjoyment of personal liberty, as 
guaranteed by the Constitution, 
then it is time for the people to 
unite in their protests of such das- 
tardly and cowardly legislation. It 
is dastardly and cowardly because 
the provision has been attached to 
a War-time measure, and, as stich, 
will receive support when under 
other conditions it would utterly 
fail. It shows the lack of patriot- 
ism on the part of the dry advo- 
cates. 

If prohibition is the only salva- 
tion for our country and we must 
have it, them let us adopt such a 
measure in the regular way with- 
out tacking a prohibition rider to 
a war-time measure, and let the 
prohibition amendment provide for 
just compensation to those who 
would be injured by such legisla- 
tion. Confiscation without compen- 
sation does not meet with popular 
approval. It is un-American.
